In an upsurge of optimism after the German break- 
through in North Africa in June, 1942, the Axis drew up com- 
plete plans for the government of Egypt under Nazi Field 
Marshal Rommel and an Italian civil administrator, according 
to the diary of Count Ciano, Mussolini's son-in-law. 

Il Duce flew to Africa to take part in the triumphal en- 
try into Cairo. He fussed and fumed for three weeks after 
Rommel's drive bogged down at El Alamein, then returned 
to Rome in a towering rage that he had again been made 
ridiculous. He left his personal baggage so he could go back 
to Africa quickly if the picture changed.
